Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1913. 

THE  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  Social  conditions  are  all  that  could  be  desired.  The  chief 
occupations  are  in  (a)  factories  (cotton  and  wool)  ; ( b ) iron  foundries  ; 
(c)  shops  and  general  business.  No  trade  seems  to  have  any  harmful 
effect  upon  health.  The  amount  of  Poor  Law  Relief  is  very  small. 
There  is  no  overcrowding  of  any  moment.  There  have  been  two 
cases  which  were  being  dealt  with  at  the  year  end. 

Water  Supply.  Owing  to  the  extremely  dry  summer  it  was  found 
necessary  to  limit  the  supply  to  from  5 a.m.  to  7 p.m.  daily  during 
the  months  of  September,  October  and  a part  of  November,  and 
it  was  also  deemed  necessary  to  order  the  cessation  of  smiling, 
etc.,  during  that  time. 

The  water  is  obtained  from  the  Halifax  Corporation,  is  of 
good  quality  and  only  slightly  plumbo-solvent. 

Rivers  and  Streams  are  under  the  control  of  the  W.R.  Rivers’ 
Board. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  is  quite  satisfactory.  The  subsidiary  sewage 
plant  which  was  in  course  of  construction  at  the  end  of  1912  has 
been  completed. 

Closet  Accommodation.  The  conversion  of  the  tub  and  privy  midden 
systems  to  that  of  the  Water  Carriage  System  is  still  being  steadily 
developed.  During  the  past  year  23  privies  have  been  reconstructed 
as  W.C.s  and  6 additional  water  closets  have  been  provided  for 
old  property. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Employees  and  is  quite 
efficient. 

Sanitary  inspection  of  the  District  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Officer. 

Schools.  The  condition  of  the  Schools  is  quite  satisfactory  as  regards 
water  supply,  air-space,  ventilation  and  cleanliness.  Unfortunately 
during  the  past  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  both  the  Council 
Schools  at  Greetland  and  West  Vale.  This  was  due  to  a very  wide- 
spread epidemic  of  measles  and  it  was  clearly  introduced  into  the 
district  by  the  importation  of  a case  from  the  N.E.  coast.  Before 
the  schools  were  re-opened  they  were  thoroughly  fumigated  and 
cleansed. 


FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply  is  efficient  and  is  of  good  quality.  The  immediate 
neighbourhood  supplies  all  the  demand.  The  dairies  are  visited 
regularly  but  are  only  in  fair  condition. 

( b ) Other  Foods.  The  sanitary  conditions  of  premises  where  food 
is  exposed  for  sale  is  excellent  and  so  also  the  condition  of  the 
bakehouses. 

HOUSING.  (House  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909). 

The  work  done  and  other  details  under  this  heading  will  be  found 
fully  set  out  in  Table  C. 

The  Act  is  being  systematically  carried  out. 

Workshops,  Workplaces,  etc.  These  are  quite  satisfactory. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  DISTRICT. 

(a)  Stall.  The  Sanitary  administration  of  the  district  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
The  latter  attends  to  all  complaints  and  requests  addressed  to  the 
Sanitary  Committee  and  all  work  deputed  to  him  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

( b ) Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Disease.  The  hospital 
used  is  that  belonging  to  the  Halifax  Corporation.  There  has  been 
little  necessity  for  the  use  of  this,  during  the  last  12  months,  for 
Greetland  residents.  Only  3 cases  have  been  sent  there,  2 of  diph- 
theria and  one  of  enteric  fever.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  ACUTE  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 


During  the  year  33  cases  of  acute  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified. 
These  cases  were  as  follows  : — Scarlet  12,  Diphtheria  7,  Erysipelas  9 
and  Enteric  Fever  5.

It  was  found  necessary  to  remove  3 cases  to  hospital,  viz  : — 2 of 
diphtheria  and  1 of  enteric.  There  was  no  fatal  case  of  acute  infec- 
tious disease  during  the  year. 

Antitoxin  was  supplied  to  the  diphtheritic  cases  and  all 
the  houses,  bedding  and  clothes  thoroughly  disinfected. 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  TUBERCULOSIS. 

All  cases  are  now  by  Act  of  Parliament  compulsorily  notifiable  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  This  notification  is  a confidential 
report  and  must  be  delivered  in  a sealed  envelope.  Inspection  is 
ma:le  of  the  premises  where  the  case  occurs  and  instructions  are 
left  with  the  people  responsible  as  to  the  mode  of  treating  the 
sputa,  etc. 

There  have  been  14  cases  reported  during  the  past  year. 
Eight  of  these  were  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  and  of  the 
remaining  six,  the  disease  affected  the  spine  in  one,  the  abdomen 
in  one,  the  cervical  glands  2,  and  the  sternum  and  femur  one  each. 

INVESTIGATION  OF  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Except  for  the  epidemic  of  measles  mentioned  above  no  one  disease 
seems  to  have  been  markedly  prevalent. 


MEANS  OF  PREVENTING  INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

No  active  measures  are  taken  with  this  object  in  view.  There  have 
been  8 deaths  among  infants  under  12  months  of  age  and  of  these 
5 were  due  to  premature  birth  and  congenital  debility,  none  of 
them  living  over  4 weeks.  The  other  3 cases  were  one  each  of 
meningitis,  bronchitis  and  pneumonia.  The  infantile  death  rate 
per  1000  births  was  128  as  against  112  per  1000  births  in  1912.

I should  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  an  objec- 
tionable practice  which  is  steadily  growing  in  spite  of  repeated  warnings, 
viz  : — The  throwing  down  in  the  streets  of  Fish-heads  and  Offals,  Rabbit 
Dressings  and  Vegetable  Matter  by  Hawkers.  It  is  the  cause  of  much 
annoyance  to  residents  and  could  be  avoided  without  any  hardship  to  the 
Offenders. 

Dairies  and  Cow-sheds. 

There  are  9 Cowkeepers  and  13  Cowsheds  cn  the  Council’s  register. 
Frequent  visits  have  been  made  to  these  sheds,  and  I find  them  to  be  in 
fair  sanitary  condition.

Scavenging  Department. 

455  loads  of  Street  Sweepings  have  been  collected  during  the  year. 

27,500  gallons  of  Water,  making  a total  of  92  Cart  loads,  were  used  to 
lay  the  dust  during  the  summer  months. 

1,215  Street  Gullies  were  cleaned  out  and  the  sewers  flushed  periodically 

Goux  System. 

There  are  480  Closets  on  this  system  in  the  district.  The  average 
collection  of  these  works  out  at  once  in  10  days  for  each  tub.  823  van  loads 
or  a total  of  17,288  tubs  were  collected  during  the  year  and  the  contents 
disposed  of  as  manure  at  various  farms  in  the  Council’s  area. 

The  tubs  are  all  washed  out  and  sprinkled  with  Disinfectant  Powder 
before  being  returned. 

Privy  Middens. 

There  are  42  Privy  Middens  in  the  district  at  the  present  time.  The 
number  in  January,  1905,  was  109.  This  shows  a steady  diminution  of 
what,  to  say  the  least,  is  a most  objectionable  system.  168  cart  loads  of 
Nightsoil  were  taken  from  these  Middens  during  the  year,  and  disposed  of 
as  Manure  at  the  farms. 

Dry  Ashes  Pits. 

1,005  cart  loads  of  Dry  Ash  Pit  Rubbish  have  been  collected  and 
carted  to  the  Council’s  tips  as  follows: — West  Vale  tip,  Calder  Street,  613 
loads  ; Greetland  tip,  Hoults  Lane,  392  loads. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  Works  continue  to  give  every  satisfaction  and  complaints  of  any 
description  have  been  very  rare.  About  130  tons  of  Dried  Sludge  have  been 
taken  from  the  Tanks,  and  the  whole  of  it  was  used  as  manure  on  the  Coun- 
cil’s land  at  Greetland.
